Power Shortage Here 
Looms, Minister Fears 


Alberta is facing a shortage 
of electrical power in the near 
future, Hon, James A, MacKin- 
non, minister of mines and re- 
sources, said here today. 

The minister drew attention to 
a possible power shortage after 
stating that Calgary Power Com- 
pany Ltd, has made application 
to undertake a “large power de- 
velopment project” in the Spray 
Lakes district of Banff National 
Park. 

Mr. MacKinnon said he would 
go to the Spray Lakes area in 
the near future to study the situa- 
tion at first hand. 

Pointing out that the Dominion 
government is responsible for the 
erderly flow of river walters in 


the parks area, the minister said 
safeguards may have to be install-

To Aid Old 


Pensioners 


Editor, Bulletin—Now that the 
threatened railway strike is over 
and as the union head says, “We 
have won a great victory,” let us 
see what they have actually ac- 
complished, 

First, in order to pay this wage 
increase, somebody has got to 
find the money, and who will that 
be? The public, of course, in 
higher freight rates which in turn 
will mean higher prices for all 
commodities transported. This 
means that the pay increase will 
be largely wiped out besides 
loading an extra burden on the 
consumer public, 

If they had the country’s wel- 
fare at heart, they would have 
done something to help lower 
the cost of living by accepting a 
wage cut, seeing that they have 
aiready received an 18 per cent, 
cost of living bonus, 

Have they ever given a thought 
to their retired fellow-workers? 
They never participated in any 
cost of living bonus, with a re- 
sult that today pensions have de- 
creased in value by quite 50 
per cent. A recent notice given 
out in Ottawa said that railway 
pensions averaged $60 a month. 
That is a poor way of informing 
the public, as quite 50 per cent 
of the pensions do not amount to 
over $40 a month. 

T am a raflway pensioner of 18 
years’ service and my pension 
amounts to $35 a month. There 
are plenty of others who do not 
receive more than $25 a month. 

Can a man and his wife exist in 
these times on such a paltry sum? 
How would these men like to 
have to live on such a pension? 

Now that they have won their 
battle and helped to push me 
down still further, how about their 
setting aside at least a portion of 
their back pay to form a fund to 
help alleviate the financial diffi- 
culties of former workers who are 
struggling to keep body and soul 
together in their old age?

~the great middle class—have 
been rewarded for their pru-

These are the people who save 
for retirement, for the rainy day, 
for family security, as best they 
can with the resources at their 
disposal, They are the people 
who responded most generously 
to the calls for funds in the loan 
drives of the war cmergency 
They are the people who pay 
most of the taxes. They are the 
people who provide wise leader- 
ship in community life all through 
the country, It is a dangerous 


business, in a free society, to 
grind them down, to take away 
their incentives, frustrate their 
efforts toward security 

Another alarming feature is 
that a trend of this sort at some 
point precipitates violent reac- 
tion, Inequities and mal-adjust- 
ments like these, as they become 
worse and worse, create the seeds 
of depression, Booms have al- 
ways ended in crashes, 

Back of this present inflation- 
ary trend are government policies 
of spending, lending, and guar- 
anteeing which, more than any 
other single factor, have been 
responsible for our taut economy 
and for the spiralling of prices. 
The irony of it is that so much of 
this spending is pressed in the 
name of social welfare and Jib- 
eralism, Yet those who see in 
such spending the menace to the 
security and freedom of the in- 
dividual are classed as reaction- 
ary and insensible to humani- 
tarian considerations, 

It takes real “internal fortitude” 
to vote for economy in the face 
of pressure and propaganda, The 
orgy of government § spending 
must be stopped, otherwise taxes 
will shake our private enterprise 
system to its very foundations. 

All the costs of municipal, pro- 
vincial, and federal government 
must be reduced without fear and 
without favor, Unless the people, 
through unified action, arise and 
take charge of their yovernment, 
they will find that their govern- 
ment has taken charge of them, 
Independence and liberty wil] be 
gone and the general public will 
find itself in a condition of servi- 
tude to an aggregation of or- 
ganized and selfish minorities. 

In 1986 Winston Churchill wrote 
this: “I adhere to the school of 
those who believe that govern- 
ments cannot make nations rich; 
that wealth is gathered only by 
individual exertion and enter- 
prise; that state expenditure is 
almost always profligate and 
wasteful; and that the more free- 
dom enjoyed by the citizen and 
the less the interference of the 


state, the higher will be the 
standard of the public well- 
being.” 


Many citizens will hope that 
these issues of “Stop Wasting 
Public Money” and “Reduce 
Taxes Now” will receive the at- 
tention they deserve in the forth- 
coming federal elections. While 
one man’s opinion is not the 
sum total of all knowledge, the 
fact remains that certain funda: 
menta] truths are worth repeat-

‘The working committee of the 
United Nations commission for 
conventional armaments (ihose 
apart from atomic weapons) fin- 
ally has decided that armaments 
can't be reduced and controlled 
until the big powers agree on a 
UN police force, atomic energy is 
leashed and peace treaties are 
made with Germany and Japan. 

In short this momentous ques- 
tion, crux of the effort to enforce 
world peace, is being temporarily 
shelved. The committee's ex- 
planation strikes us as being a 
bit of diplomatic shadow boxing 
because the blunt fact is that the 
UN can't function as @ peace- 
controlling agency until the cold 
war between Russia and the 
democracies has been settled. 

Presumably this problem of en- 
forcing peace will come up in the 
UN again—and then again and 
again, But it never can be solv- 
ed until the issue of world re- 
volution for the spread of Com- 
munism has been dealt with, A 
British viewpoint of the funda- 
mental difference between Russia 


and the West is summed up by 
the weekly publication Time and 
Tide, and I quote it because it re- 
presents the consensus of many 
objective observers: 

“The issue is whether Russia 
means to carry on with or aban- 
don her plans for the destruc- 
tion of the democracies, If she 
will abandon them, there is no 
issue between Russia and the 
West which cannot be peacefully 
solved, The argument as to 
whether Russia wants war Is be- 
side the point. 

“In all probability she does not 
want it now. From Russia's point 
of view a ‘shoting war’ is not 
to be undertaken until the pro- 
cess of international erosion in 
the democracies has reached the 
point where only the very slight- 
est push from without would be 
necessary to topple over the 
whole structure.” 

That's the story. The battle of 
Berlin, and the innumerable other 
cold hostilities all hinge on Rus- 
sia'’s efforts to Communize the 
world 


tied to the U.S, Years ago the 
U.S. was a leader in ideas and a 
forward-looking nation, but now 
it has fallen back and is no more 
a leader in thought or act. 

If Canada wills to grow to na- 
tional stature it must be done by 
forward-looking and acting and 
not by following any false trails, 
Some nation will take the lea@- 
ing place and why not Canada, 
The nation is young and now is 
the time to strike out. 

To lead one must be strong, to 
be strong one must be just and 
the epitome of justice is in the 
Golden Rule, often quoted but 
seldom acted on because we 
Canadians are too often led 
astray by paganistic and selfish 
ideas.

Germans Have

Perhaps the counter-proposals 
of the president of the 11 German 
States to the proposals of the 
American, British and French au- 
thorities concerning the creation 
of a trizonal western state, offer 
a way out of the 
Berlin crisis 
which, if con- 
tinued, is all but 
certain to lead to © 
war, 

For the Rus- 
sian blockade of 
Berlin was in re- F 
action to the an- 
nounced determ- 
ination of the 
western occupy- 
ing powers to establish a state in 
Western Germany, This was pro- 
posed, to be sure, when every 
means of creating a uniform o¢- 
cupation policy and a united Ger- 
man economy had foundered on 
Russian resistance, Also, the 
proposal to create a western state 
was advanced as a necessary ad- 
ministrative measure, not pre- 
cluding eventual German unity. 

The Soviets, however, and their 
Communist spokesmen inside 
Germany, declared it was a move 
toward the dismemberment of 
Germany; that it withdrew the 
western zones from the Reich 
and effectually divided the coun- 
try into two autonomous areas; 
that Berlin, by geographic and 
economic ties, belonged with the 
eastern complex of states; and 
that, therefore, there was no 
more reason for the Western Al- 
lies to be in Berlin than for Rus- 
sia to be in Frankfort, The 
blockade then was started to ac- 
complish this purpose, and was 
countered by the American and 
British air lift, 


Merely A 
Proposal 


The Western Allies, however, 
did not command the 11 West- 
German states to set up a unified 
German state but submitted the 
idea to them as a proposal, And 
in the text of their counter-pro- 
posals, as published, the German 
minister-presidents formally have 
rejected this. 

“The minister-presidents  be- 
lieve, however, that notwithstand- 
ing the granting of the fullest 
autonomy to the population of 
this territory, everything should 
be avoided that would give the

basis of German proposals from 
both eastern and western zones, 
the Russians meanwhile lifting 
the siege of Berlin under a truce? 

For since we shall not (and 
cannot) impose the creation of a 
west-German. state (about which 
the French are very cool any- 
how), the issue which gave the 
excuse for the siege no longer 
exists, 

Assuming that the Russians do 
not want war—which may, of 
course, be a false assumption— 
the issue becomes partly, at 
least, one of face-saving. And if 
the decision of the western Ger- 
man leaders helps save both the 
Russian face and our own, we 
ought to make the most of it. 
This would not mean yielding to 
pressure—-which we never should 
do—but recognizing a changed

of the future, 

University of Wisconsin scien 
tists have set up a mode! electric 
ally-operated “farm of tomorrow” 
that cuts today’s farmer's time 
and labor some 30 per cent, 

The project started when uni 
versity scientists found that more 
than 56 per cent of the average
